A Los Angeles Municipal Court 
judge dismissed obscenity charges 
against Jello Biafra and an asso 
ciate after the jury reported late 
Thursday that it was deadiocked 
after a 75 vote for acquittal.

The 
prosecution said it won't retry the 
case, which revolved around the 
inclusion of a print of the painting 
Penis Landscape in an album by 
the Dead Kennedys, for which Bi- 
afra was lead singer. Jury fore- 
man Jane Yuen, 23, said the jury 
was split along age lines as to 
whether the poster was packaged 
with the album for prurient or 

_ artistic reasons. “I think the 
i poster was harmful," said juror 


Sancar Fredsti, 72. Added juror 
Karen Murphy, 29: “I've seen 
worse. I personally would not 
hang it up in my living room. But] 
thought there might be some re- 
deeming value to a minor."
